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BYA  KHAUM  WINS  THE  JAMES  BARNES  PLATE 


Bya  Khaum,  winner  of  Tattersall’s  Club's  feature  race  at  Randwick  on  May  13,  had  won  12  country  races 
before  he  came  to  Sydney  recently,  but  was  totally  unknown  as  a  stayer. 

Then  he  burst  into  the  metropolitan  limelight  with  a  real  vengeance  with  success  in  the  Vietnam  Cup  at 
the  Randwick  Anzac  Day  meeting  on  April  25  and  followed  up  at  his  next  start  with  success  in  our  James 
Barnes  Plate. 

Both  were  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  a  distance  which  was  three  furlongs  longer  than  he  had  ever  achieved 
before. 


And  by  his  all-the-way  wins  in  these 
races  he  established  a  reputation  as 
“the  gay  deceiver  of  the  turf"  because 
he  fooled  his  rivals  in  letting  them 
catch  him  near  home,  only  to  turn 
on  another  courageous  burst  of  speed 
which  won  him  the  race. 

Sometimes  we  have  seen  a  horse 
do  this  once,  but  not  twice  in  succes¬ 
sive  races  as  Bya  Khaum  did  in  these 
two  important  Randwick  events. 

Bya  Khaum  was  a  25/1  chance  in 
the  Vietnam  Cup  and  went  out  at  14/1 
in  the  James  Barnes  Plate. 

In  the  former  he  let  Tobermory 
snatch  the  lead  temporarily  from  him 
50  yards  from  the  winning  post,  and 
just  when  Tobermory  punters  were 
counting  their  gains,  Bya  Khaum  kicked 
again  and  gained  a  half  head  victory. 

In  our  James  Barnes  Plate  he 
opened  up  a  three  lengths  lead  which 
he  maintained  all  the  way  down  the 
back  of  the  course  and  approaching 


the  home  turn.  The  field  looked  like 
swamping  him  when  they  entered  the 
straight,  with  Versailles  leading  the 
onslaught,  but  Bya  Khaum  beat  off 
his  challenge.  Then  when  Gin  and 
Bitters  issued  the  final  assault,  Bya 
Khaum  again  pulled  out  his  secret 
weapon  to  gain  the  verdict  by  a  head. 

The  apprentice  jockey  who  rode  him 
to  both  victories,  Ron  Quinton,  com¬ 
mented,  "He’s  a  horse  who  never 
knows  when  he  is  beaten.  He  can 
always  pull  out  that  little  last  burst 
just  when  you  think  he’s  going  to  lose 
the  race." 

Bya  Khaum  is  raced  by  Mr.  A.  E. 
Orbell,  President  of  the  Dubbo  Turf 
Club  and  a  Club  member  for  13  years, 
in  partnership  with  Mrs.  G.  M.  Egan. 
Arthur  Egan,  a  country  trainer,  had 
Bya  Khaum  when  he  won  the  Vietnam 
Cup  but  transferred  him  to  Rosehill 
trainer  H.  Musson  in  order  to  return 
to  Orange  where  his  wife  was  seriously 
ill. 


Surprise  failures  in  the  James 
Barnes  were  Tea  Biscuit  and  Royal 
Display.  Tea  Biscuit's  win  in  the  race 
last  year  was  the  forerunner  to  good 
Spring  form  later  in  the  year  with 
success  in  the  Moonee  Valley  Cup. 
Two  starts  ago  a  win  in  a  Rosehill 
Handicap  encouraged  hopes  of  another 
James  Barnes  triumph  and  the  Bris¬ 
bane  Cup  in  which  he  was  a  close 
second  last  year  to  Apa.  But  in  this 
year's  James  Barnes  Tea  Biscuit 
proved  a  complete  flop,  trailing  the 
field  most  of  the  way  to  finish  eighth. 

Royal  Display  was  hailed  as  a  stay¬ 
ing  find  when  he  won  the  Summer  Cup 
at  Randwick  last  December  over  a 
mile  and  a  half  and,  following  a  spell 
and  preparatory  racing,  he  was  backed 
in  from  twos  to  start  a  6/4  favourite 
for  the  James  Barnes.  He  finished 
fourth  but  was  later  found  to  have 
been  seriously  injured  during  the  race 
and  the  Brisbane  Cup  is  in  doubt.

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DERBY  HOPES  FOR  KARLOON  PRIDE 


A  promising,  but  controversial  galloper,  Karloon  Pride,  won  his  first  race  at  Randwick  at  Tattersall’s 
Club’s  meeting  on  Saturday,  May  13,  but  some  long-sighted  critics  believe  that  in  another  month  or  so  he 
might  be  training  for  the  Derby  at  Randwick  next  Spring. 


Karloon  Pride  has  the  breeding 
recommendations  and  the  staying 
potential.  He  is  a  three  quarter 
brother  to  Prince  Grant,  who,  two 
years  ago  won  his  Derby  at  Randwick 
and  proved  a  weight-for-age  stayer 
with  success  in  the  Sydney  Cup  at 
three  years,  and  at  four  a  second  to 
Gallilee. 

No  doubt  the  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stan  Fox,  hope  the  classic  prophets 
are  right  about  Karloon  Pride. 

Mr.  Fox  has  put  more  than  half  a 
million  dollars  into  racing  via  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  thoroughbreds,  mostly  year¬ 
lings,  in  the  last  two  seasons.  These 
he  races  in  partnership  with  his  wife. 

So  far,  with  the  exception  of  Nebo 
Road,  they  have  battled  their  way  only 
into  the  minor  events  to  date,  but 
Karloon  Pride  holds  out  much  more 
hope  for  the  future. 

Besides  four  other  lesser  events, 
Nebo  Road  won  the  Breeders’  Plate 
and  the  Flemington  Newmarket  and  is 


one  of  our  best  sprinters,  but  so  far 
the  rest  of  the  Fox  family's  team  is 
only  on  trial. 

At  Randwick  on  April  8th,  his  last 
time  out  before  his  win  at  Tattersall’s 
meeting,  Karloon  Pride’s  jockey,  Athol 
Mulley,  came  in  for  loud  denunciation 
when  he  finished  a  strong  second  to 
Brazen  Boy. 

The  outcry  proved  to  be  unfair  later 
when  Stewards,  after  investigation, 
found  that  Karloon  Pride,  racing  awk¬ 
wardly,  got  into  all  the  trouble  possible 
half  a  mile  from  home,  and  this  cost 
him  his  chance. 

Karloon  Pride’s  trainer,  Dick  Roden, 
a  member  of  Tattersall's  by  the  way, 
gave  him  time  to  forget  this  incident, 
and  with  the  added  experience,  the 
gelding  showed  improvement  in  race 
behaviour  when  he  contested  our 
Club's  race. 

Although  conceding  a  long  start 
after  A.  Mulley  had  given  him  ample 
time  to  find  his  balance  he  raced 


towards  the  lead  approaching  the 
home  turn,  then  quickly  asserted  his 
superiority  in  the  straight.  Stretching 
out  like  a  real  stayer  in  the  making 
over  the  last  furlong  of  this  mile  affair 
he  went  on  to  win,  running  away  by 
three  and  a  half  lengths. 

For  Karloon  Pride  Mr.  Fox  paid 
3,750  gns.  at  the  New  Zealand  1966 
National  sales.  He  is  by  Alcimedes 
from  Karloon  who  is  by  Marco  Polo 
sire  of  many  notable  stayers  including 
the  Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Polo  Prince. 

Trainer  Dick  Roden  goes  further 
than  the  Derbies  in  his  conviction  that 
Karloon  Pride  will  stay.  He  says  he 
will  also  win  the  Melbourne  Cup.  He 
is  a  good  judge  and  already  has  won 
a  Cup  with  Macdougal. 

Sometimes  winter  form  can  be  dis¬ 
carded  as  a  guide  to  Derby  prospects, 
but  it  is  always  worth  remembering 
that  Phar  Lap  did  not  win  his  first 
race,  a  two-year-old  maiden,  until  June. 
Karloon  Pride  has  a  month  start  with 
his  first  win  in  May.

Club  member,  Mr.  Jack  Shaw,  com¬ 
pleted  the  second  leg  of  a  profitable 
double  when  Ness  carried  his  unique 
stars  and  stripes  colors  to  victory  in  the 
Novice  Handicap  at  our  Tattersall’s 
meeting  on  May  13. 

But  the  first  leg  was  the  more  im¬ 
portant — first  prize  in  the  Opera  House 
Lottery  on  March  1  totalling  $200,000. 

Ness  had  won  only  one  prior  race,  a 
Canterbury  two-year-old  last  July,  but 
Mr.  Shaw  believed  that  he  had  staying 
prospects  and  suggested  to  his  trainer, 
Bill  Kelso,  that  he  would  like  to  have 
the  horse  fit  for  a  possible  success  at 
the  Club’s  Randwick  meeting. 

Ness  had  accomplished  surprisingly 
good  gallops  at  Randwick  for  a  Novice. 
Although  he  was  scratched  for  two 
events  preceding  Tattersall’s  Novice, 
his  trainer  had  wound  him  up  to  top 
form  as  proved  by  his  success  by  three 
quarters  of  a  length. 

Beginning  long  before  he  was  20 
years  of  age,  Mr.  Shaw  has  had  a 
colorful  career  on  the  turf.  He  began 
as  bookmaker's  clerk  to  his  grand¬ 
father,  Geo.  Woods,  who  for  many 
years  “called  the  card”  on  Sydney’s 
biggest  pre-post  betting  events.  A  huge, 
monumental  figure,  he  presided  over 
many  sensational  last-minute  plunges 
on  our  most  important  races. 

It  was  not  long  before  Mr.  Shaw 
stepped  up  onto  the  bookmaker's  stand 
and  his  clerking  experience  plus  a 
natural  gift  for  betting  figures  eventu¬ 
ally  made  him  a  leader  of  Sydney’s 
betting  ring. 

He  has  always  remained  a  punter  at 
heart,  however,  and  retired  from  the 
ring  with  a  round  fortune  to  become  a 
backer  of  horses.  He  is  also  a  lover  of 
horses  and  winning  or  losing,  he  has 
rarely  been  without  a  performer  to 
carry  his  colors. 

Although  only  a  little  over  60,  Mr. 
Shaw  dates  back  so  far  that  he  is 
one  our  oldest  active  members  of 
Tattersall’s  Club.  He  joined  in  1925. 
His  trainer,  Bill  Kelso,  member  for  17 
years,  is  the  son  of  a  famous  trainer 
of  the  same  name  who  won  every 
classic  Cup  with  Statesman.  He  beat 
Sol  Green’s  famous  three-year-old, 
Strephon.
